but ſhe refuſed it, anſwering, hat ſhe had al- 
ready a ſufficient Number for one in her Station. 

SHE had not continued long with him be- 
fore he made his Addreſſes to her, and in 
order to bring her to his Bow, preſented her

was informed by the Houſe-keeper that ſhe

To this, after fome 
Heſitation, ſhe conſented, on being aſſured 
that the Curtains were ſo cloſe drawn abour 
the Bed, that the Colonel could not fee her 
undreſs. In the Night the Colonel ordered 
the Houſe-keeper to come to Bed to him, 
which ſhe accordingly did, after which he 
call'd the other, but ſhe would not comply, 
which very much incens'd him and made him 
ſwear execrably. 

AFTER this, finding no Arguments not 
even Gold would prevail on her, he reſolved 
to have recourſe to Force, and on the 10745 
of November, in the Morning ſending for her 
up into his Chamber, he faſtned the Door, 
and throwing her ſuddenly upon a Couch, 


cramm'd his Night-Cap into her Mouth to 
prevent

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prevent her crying out, and enjoy'd her by 
Force; after which ſhe being inconſolable, 
and not to be pacify'd by any Arguments he 
could uſe, he took a Horſe-whip and laſh'd 
her ſeverely ; then charg'd her with a Rob- 
bery, and order*d her to be turn'd away.

for the Colonel took a Trip to Handers, and 
on his Return, kept himſelf private till the 
25th of February, when the Seſſions began at 
the Old Bailey, and then Mr. Councellor 
Strange moy*d the Court that the Colonel 
might be permitted to ſurrender himſelf the 
next Day in order to take his Tryal ; which 
being granted, he appear'd at the Sons 
Houſe, but unexpectedly found the Bill for 


an Attempt to Kaviſh, turn into an Indict- 


ment for an actual Rape; whereupon after 
2 Hearing of ſome Hours, he was found 
Guilty, and confin'd in Newgate, and the 
Saturday following being brought down again 
to the Old Bailey, he receiv'd Sentence of 
Death with nine other Malefactors.
